COLUMBUS, Aug. ,16.—The carp 


extermination program InaujfU ra- 
ted by Conservation Commission- 
er Wm.

OLDEST INHABITANT 


The finding of a turtle in Waah- 


ington-co with a 156 year old in- 
scription 
cut into the shell, has 


created much interest among con- 
servationists. Information received 
at the Division of Conservation j 
shows that Washington-co has an i 
"honest-to-goodness oldest inha- I 
bitant" with a claim to longevity 
that dates back to July 4, 1776. 
The turtle was recently found by 
Howard Ward of Macksburg, while 
plowing a plot of ground near U. 
S. Highway No. 21. The underside 
of the turtle was marked with the 
words "L. Whetze!, Betty Zane, FL 
Henry, and July 4, 1776". Every- 
one familiar with early Ohio his- 
tory knows that L. Whetzel was an 
Indian Scout and an *arly 'histori- 
cal character, 
and that Betty 


Zane was a co-temporary charac- 
ter in pioneer history with Whet- 
zel. Perhaps that turtle was a pet 
of Louis Whetzel, or perhaps 
the 


lettering was 
cut in its shell 


in 
the 
presence 
of 
Betty 


Zane. The turtle also contained a 
"swastika", P. Delaware Indian em- 
blem, cut on the back. 


According to biologists 
of the 


Division of Conservation, a turtle's 
span of life is from 200 to 500 
years.

All were costly affairs, according 
to Atkinson, and they accomplish- 
ed nothing as the voters finally re- 
jected all of the changes proposed 
by the conventions 


Another objection was raised by 


T. J. Donnelly, secretary-treasurer 
of the federation of labor 
He 


said that "the voters are m no 
mood to think in anything but the 
simplest terms and on one ques- 
tion at a time." A constitutional 
convention, he said, might result 
m a revamping of many laws." 


Chester A. Dyer, spokesman for 


farm organizations, probably sum- 
med the matter up best in a brief 
statement. He commented: 


"Farm organizations are oppo- 


sed to calling a constitutional con- 
vention at this time for three rea- 
sons 
First, the cost would be 


about $500,000; secondly, the time 
is unfortunate, and, thirdly, the 
constitution can be amended at any 
time by the legislature or through 
popular initiative."

EXPENSE GREAT 
The gigantic ex pense 
inv olv ed 
seemed to be one of the general ob­ 
jections against the issue. 
R. C. Atkinson, of the Ohio In­ 
stitu te, pointed to recent consti­ 
tu tional conv entions in the states 
of New York, Illinois and Missou ri. 
All were costly affairs, according 
to Atkinson, and they accomplish­ 
ed nothing as the v oters finally re­ 
jected all of the changes proposed 
by the conv entions. 
Another objection was raised by 
T. J. Donnelly , secretary -treasu rer 
of the federation of labor. 
He 
said th a t “the v oters are in no 
mood to think in any thing bu t the 
simplest term s and on one q u es­ 
tion at a time.” 
A constitu tional 
conv ention, he said, m ight resu lt 
in a rev am ping of m any laws.” 
Chester A. Dy er, spokesman for 
farm organizations, probably su m­ 
med the m atter u p best in a brief 
statem ent. 
He commented: 
“Farm organizations are oppo­ 
sed to calling a constitu tional con­ 
v ention at this time for three rea­ 
sons. 
First, the cost wou ld be 
abou t $500,000; secondly , the time 
is u nfortu nate, and, thirdly , the 
constitu tion can be amended at any 
time by the legislatu re or throu gh 
popu lar initiativ e.” 
FEAR RADICALS 
Dy er fu rther ex plained th at the 
farm organizations 
were opposed 
to the m easu re 
becau se of fears 
that a “radical” grou p m ight gain

of the state.
